SUBJECT: 39 July 1965 Contact with AECASSOWftRY/29 in Washington 

The jjieeting _ was_ held at A/29' s request who said he had the repo r t o f hlg 

debriefing of Vera Vowk ready and did not wish to send it by nail. The meeting was held 
in the saf'E' office used by SR/CA, 

1, P./29 turned over his report on Vowk's trip to the USSR and we discussed the 

hTghlights oFher expeitnces . After her meeting with A/29 in Vienna she was to leave 

for the P.E.'N. Congress in Bled and a short vacation in Yugoslavia. She was planning to 

spend several weeks in Europe before returning to Brazil, probably via the United States 

at which time A/29 will again have an opportunity to talk with her personally.
